2. FOLLOWING UP THE PRESIDENTIAL MESSAGE ON DRUG ABUSE OF 
AUGUST 2. PRIMARY PURPOSE OF VISIT IS TO DEMONSTRATE 
HIGH-LEVEL USG INTEREST IN WORKING WITH WESTERN 

EUROPEAN COUNTRIES TO DEVELOP NATIONAL STRATEGIES FOR SUP 
PLY REDUCTION AND TREATMENT, AND TO ENHANCE INTERNATIONAL 
COOPERATION. DUE TO DIVERSE ASPECTS OF DRUG PROBLEM. MANY 
MINISTRIES ARE INVOLVED. WOULD LIKE TO DISCUSS WITH HOST

EMBASSY CAN RESPOND TO US AND HOST COUNTRY INTERESTS. 
WOULD THEN LIKE TO MEET WITH HOST COUNTRY SENIOR TECHNICAL 
STAFF IN AREAS OF DRUG LAW ENFORCEMENT, CUSTOMS, HEALTH, 

AND SOCIAL SERVICES RELATING TO DRUG ABUSE AND OVERSEAS 
DEVELOPMENT. IN BONN WOULD PARTICULARLY WISH TO SPEAK TO 

DR. OSKAR SCHRODER. MINISTERILRAT, FEDERAL MINISTRY FOR 
YOUTH, FAMILY AND HEALTH, WHO WILL HEAD FRG DELEGATION TO

6. FOR USEUCOM: WOULD LIKE TO VISIT ONE OR TWO ARMY UNITS 
IN FRG AND TALK TO TROOP COMMANDERS AND DRUG ABUSE PER- 
SONNEL AT THOSE LOCATIONS. AFTER SITE VISITS WOULD LIKE 
EUCOM BRIEFING ON CURRENT DRUG ABUSE PROGRAMS AND TRENDS. 
BRIEFING SHOULD INCLUDE CURRENT DATA ON DRUG USE WITHIN 
EACH COMPONENT COMMAND, SPECIAL PROBLEM AREAS AND PROGRAMS 
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FOR DEPENDENTS AND CIVILIAN EMPLOYEES.
